500,000 from the general fund to 
effectuate the teachers retirement 
program. 
Both actions came swiftly after 
the house had convened for a 
new day. 
The action on the truck bill by 
a vote of 106 to 24 was an out- 
standing 
development 
in 
the 
struggle to boost the weight re- 
strictions on truck loads, one of 
the most controversial 
questions 


before the legislature. 
The immediate 
effect was to 
give the bill equal status with 
another recently recommended by 
the 
house 
committee 
on 
high- 
ways and motor traffic providing 
for weight limiting according to 
a scientific formula when would 
permit some loads up to 
56.CKXJ 
pounds. 


O'Daniel Favored BUI.

APPROVED AID BILL 


LEGISLATION APPROVED IN 
SUBSTANTIALLY SAME FORM 


AS VOTED BY HOUSE 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13. 


—(ff>)—The senate 
foreign 


relations committee approv- 
ed today, 15 to 8, the ad- 
ministration's aid - to - Brit- 
ain bill. 


The legislation was ap- 


proved in substantially the 
form voted by the house. It now 
goes to the senate floor for debate, 
which will start 
Monday 
and 


which leaders hope to restrict to 
two weeks. 
The committee acted finally af- 
ter rejecting a proposal by Sena- 
tors Johnson (R-Calif) and Ellen- 
der (D-La) to restrict the Presi- 
dent's authority to send American 
armed forces out of the Western 
Hemisphere. 
The committee rejected also an 


amendment proposed by Senator 
McNary (R-Ore) which would have 
stated specifically that any ships 
transferred 
to foreign countries 


must be returned. 
No amendment was put forward 
in the committee on Wendell L. 
Willkie'8 suggestion that aid un- 
der the legislation be limited to 
Britain, China and Greece. 


The British aid bill would per- 
mit the President 
to 
transfer, 
lease or lend war materials to na- 
tions whose defense the President 
considers vital to the security of 
the United States. 
Transfers of 


existing equipment would be lim 
ited to $1,300,000,000 and could b« 
made by the, President only after 
consultation with army and navy 
chiefs. 
The measure also would auth- 
arize th^e repair or re-outfitting of 
belligerent ships 
in 
American 
yards and would permit the Presl- 
rflont t<tf communicate "defense ..tm 
formation' to warring "democra- 
cies." 


No appropriation Is included in 
the measure, but the President is 
expected to ask funds for Its op- 
eration immediately If it is en- 
acted. 


Under the committee-approved 
bill, he also could obtain congres- 
sional authority from time to time 
to make future contracts.

as well as the city an apprecia- 
tion of the fact the men in the 
various branches of the oil indus- 
try still maintained their homes 
in Corslcana. exercised citizenship 
here and worked for the better- 
ment of their community despite 
the fact nearby fields had been 
depleted, and they had assumed 
new activities in pther parts of 
the state and In other states. 
He pointed out they had not 
gone to the larger cities where 
there might be .greater social ad- 
vantages and possibilities of more 
recognition but were still in Cor- 
sicana doing all within their pow- 
er to be valuable cltlzena- He con- 
cluded with an appreciation of the 
contributions of the oil fraternity 
of the past and present to Corsl- 
cana. 
Mr. Jester then presented Mr. 
Butler as a "second term presi- 
dent" who had made a record as 
a gradual builder and one who 
had given much time and effort 
to the city and to the organiza- 
tion. He declared the chief exe- 
cutive had 
been re-elected 
be- 
cause the nominating committee 
had realized there was much yet 
to be done and several unfinished 
projects that could best be carried 
out under his direction. 
President Butler then expressed 
his appreciation of his 
officers 


and directors and introduced them 
to the audience.

An ideal city according to tho 
speaker was one which offered 
the most advantages and the few- 
est disadvantages, adding 
good 
city was impossible without good 
citizens; he asserted a chamber 
of commercee was not the only 
organization which could help a 
city but it should have the sup- 
port and co-operation of all oth- 
er units- 
He said being a good 


citizen was a real business and a 
lard task, and added most com- 
munities made mistakes because 
they did not know all the facts 
about the enterprise with which 
.hey were connected. 
Need Adequate Financing. 
He then listed the five princi- 
pal functions of a chamber of 
commerce as teaching the public 
to think, development of a spirit 
of giving, development of a spirit 
of leadership, creation of a spirit 
of appreclativeness, and arousing 
of a spirit of enterprise, conclud- 
ing with a remark that if local 
citizens weer not willing 
to fi- 
nance Industries within their own 
bounds outside capital should not 
be expected to aid them. 
Mr. Gheen pointed out that na- 
tural resources were not suffici- 
ent unless they were developed 
and uutilized to achieve the most 
benefits; he urged against build- 
ing walls 
around 
communities 
and against living in the past. 
He admitted there was a distinct 
difference between 
the 
"wants" 
and "needs" of a community. 
The five essentials of a success- 


ful 
chamber of commerce were 
named as an active membership, 
adequate financing, a comprehen- 
sive program of work, a commit- 
tee system of organization so the 
work could be divided, and a 
trained 
executive. 
The speaker 
said the only two yardsticks ap- 
plicable to community work was 
the amount of investment and 
the earning capacity. 
In closing 
the speaker Insisted the 
main 
need of citizens,

states and nations today was the 
courage to face present conditions 
and make the best of them, add- 
ing that cities themselves were

News of County Home 
Demonstration Clubs 


Barry Club, 
"If a body Is loaded down with 
heavy covers, the sleeper does not 
overcome that tiredness that sleep 
should bring one," Misa Clara Ret- 
tlger, Home Demonstration agent, 
told ten members of tho 
club

meeting at the 
school building. 
The sleeper wakes up with stiff 
muscles and has not had complete 
relaxation all because of too heavy 
a cover. This type of cover also 
tends to stand up 
around 
the 


body letting In drafts thus causing 
bad circulation. 


Let's discuss tho kinds of lighter 
weight 'covers. First, the blanket 
is most desirable, In buying one, 
always examine tho texture to see 
if it Is closely woven. Select a cot- 
ton one 
because . It 
is 
always 
stronger than any other and are 
more easily laundered. Then there 
are the wool ones and wool and 
cotton mixtures. Always look at 
the labels to know- the percentage 
of wool, etc. Wo want to notice 
the finish of them .either sateen, 
rayon, or silk. The sateen is the 
most durable, 


Second, we shall 
discuss 
the 
comforts. A cotton comfort Is not 
as warm as a wool one, doesn't 
have to be made as nicely, and is 
less expensive, but a wool one Is 
three times the warmer.

AH officers or

CAPITAL GAINS AND LOSSES 
The term "capital assets" is de- 


fined as the property held by the 
taxpayer (whether or not connect- 
ed with his trade or business), 
but does not include stock in trade 
of the taxpayer or property of a 
kind which would properly be in- 
cluded In the inventory of the tax- 
payer if on hand at the close of 
the taxpayer primarily for sale to 


i customers in the ordinary course 
! of his trade or business, or prop- 
! erty, used in the trade or business, 
' of a character which is subject to 
the allowance for depreciation, 


Capital gains and losses are clas- 


sified as "short-term" (applicable 
to capital 
assets 
held 
for 
18 


months or less) and "longterm" 
(applicable to capital assets held 
for more than 18 months). Such 
gains and losses are taken into 
consideration in the percentages 
shown on the return, based upon 
the period of time during which 
the assets were held. 


Short-term capital losses are al- 


lowable only to the extent of short- 
term capital gains. However, any 
net short-term capital loss (not in 
excess of the net income for the 
taxable year) may be carried over 
to the succeeding year and ap- 
plied against the short-term cap- 
ital losses in such year. The carry- 
over is restricted to one year. 


In the cose of a net long-term 
capital gain or loss, an alternative 
tax is Imposed with respect to a 
gain If such tax is less than the 
normal tax and surtax on net In- 
come, and in the event of a loss, 
such alternative tax is imposed If 
greater than the normal tax and 
surtax on net income. Where a 
taxpayer derives a net long-term 
capital gain and computes his tax 
under section 117 (c) (1), relating 
to alternative taxes, the base for 
determining the 15-percent limi- 
tation on the charitable contribu- 
tions deduction provided by sec- 
tion 23(o) and the earned income 
credit provided by section 25 (a) 
(3) is "net income." 


Whore a taxpayer sustains a net 
long-term capital loss and com- 
putes his tax under section 117 (c) 
(2), 
the base for determining the 


charitable contributions deduction 
Is "ordinary net income," that is 
net income" plus the amount of 
the net long-term capital loss, and 
the base for determinln gthe earn- 
ed Income credit is "ordinary not 
income" as adjusted for the chari- 
table contributions deduction.
